On a faint day in the far part, Aruba woa diAcovered by Spaniards. 3t Ld a rumor 
on mapA in Hfjh, but no record or Aeafarer 'a log, meniionA the exact date the firoxi 
man landed on the Ahapely iAland. AlonAo de Oyeda claimed it for Spain in 7^99* 

3n 13/5 Biego Salayar, on the order of Diego folumbuA, viceroy of HiApcniola and 
Aon of the diAcoverer of the Hew World, took awry all the 3ndian inhabitantA of 
the three ABf iAlandA — about 2, 000 aouIa — to work on HiApcniola, now Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic. / here the native population had been exterminated by the 

SpaniAh, and they were put to work in /the mineA. 
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But a do gen yeans later one 'Juan de Anpues succeeded in sending, back do Aruba a 
group of. Jndians from Hispaniola, in pari to help protect ike Spanish. Main, which, 
lay h&rie along ike Vene.guelan coasi, and was Ihe polk by which bullion was t/ians- 
ponted from Peru lo Spain via Ike Jsthmus ok ‘Panama. 

All enterprising fellows of those days immediately begjyn preying on ike. Spanish 
galleons, which necessitated a Spanish garrison al (jmlcicoo. Anuba had the belies, 
foam land, and ihe Jndians neianned these, wene net lo keeping, livestock unden. 
ihe supervisor of. a smell Spanish garrison. 

Snowing all oven. Anuha was the point wood tree, strong, in ned pigment, Juan Fennandey 
de (astro discovened a great rnankei in furope fan this kind of wood, Fnom Qianles 
V of Spain he mcrcoged to wangle, on November 25 , 1527 , a monopoly to exponi this wood. 

After the ne-imponialion of Jndians, to keep livestock end cut paint wood tnees, 
(kcA-les V issued c decnee which fonbode any while, people to settle permanently, in 
Aruba, A veng few paint wood tne.es still gnow on Aruba., in nemote river gullies. 

Jn 165 b, the Dutch came in, neon, the culmination of the 80 -yecr wan. between Spain 
and Holland. England came up with all hen. henoes, end the Spanish power went out, 
fust like an extinguished candle. 

Juan de Ampues had named the Leeward Jstands "3sis Jnutiles", and Spain had lost 
intenest in these "useless islands" afien. the dec-line in significance of the Spanish 
f'hin. When the Dutch came, they found on Anuba about 200 people, the nest of 
the Jndians had fled to (Aanacaibo. 

One-legged Peter Stuyvesant was director of the ABQ islands fon. the West-3ndies 
(ompany in l6b2, until his headquarters wene moved to New Jonh in l6k6. 

the Jndians came bceh again, coaxed by the Dutch tneatment of them os fnee peop.le, 
and by the opportunities for honsenaising. 

I he Dutch maintained fon. yeans the Spanish tradition. of keeping out white colonists, 
and the "(ommendeur" who nuled the island wes ihe only white man allowed on Anuba. 

/ he finsl white colonisl allowed to settle on the islnd was looses Levy Flcduro, 
grandson of an Amsterdam immigrint to (uracao. He obtained in 7j6b a permit for 
agriculture, could noise cattle end pencils, and had to take an oath not to do any 
business. His descendants still live on Aruba, toward the end of the l8th century 
the Netherlands West Jndies Qo, granted permits to live on Anuba to a few more white 
settlers. Jn Aruba's history there is no sieve-trading., 

there was an English interregnum, from 7805 to 1876, during the Napoleonic wars, 
fugitives from Venezuela came in.
